especially suckers and fallfish, and the marginal
nature of the water quality.

The main inlet, the West Branch of the Matta­
wamkeag River, Pickett Mountain Stream, and
Spring Brookprovide excellent spawning and nurs­
ery areas for trout. Small trout were abundant
in these brooks and present in several of the
other tributaries examined. Beaver dams in the
main inlet and Pickett Mountain Stream should be
removed to provide free migration routes for
spawning trout in the fall.

The old dam at the outlet of Mud Lake is pre s­
ently inoperable, although it acts as a barrier and
maintains a two-foot head of water in Mud Lake
in late summer. Installation of splash-boards to
control the lake level, and a small fishway would
provide for free migration of fish to and from the
outlet stream.

Suggested Management

Pleasant and Mud Lakes are shallow and warm
at all depths during the summer months. Since
desirable conditions for cold-water species are
not found in the lake at this time, trout and salmon
seek the cool waters of spring holes and spring
tributaries.

Despite the absence of ideal water quality con­
ditions, these waters should be managed prima­
rily for brook trout. Introduction of additional
species would endanger the present trout fishery.
Factors limiting the trout-producing capacity ap­
pear to be the abundance of competing species,
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
